WHEREAS, there^are areas in the City of Fort Wayne and in the County of Allen 
in which there are insufficient employment opportunities, in which there is insuffi¬ 
cient diversification of industry or in which there is insufficient abatement or 
control of pollution by Industry or utilities; and 

WHEREAS, such conditions are harmful to the prosperity, economic stability and 
general welfare of the City of Fort Wayne and the County of Allen; and 

WHEREAS, if such conditions are not remedied, and if diligence is not exercised 
to prevent the recurrence of such conditions in the future, such conditions will be 
detrimental to the economic development of such areas and to the economic development 
of the City of Fort Wayne and the County of Allen as corporate entities; and 

WHEREAS, such conditions may be overcome, in whole or in part, by the acquisition 
by the City of Fort Wayne of facilities for manufacturing, storage or processing of 
goods, by the acquisition of facilities for the elimination or reduction of pollution 
caused^by the manufacturing, storage or processing of goods, or by a public utility 
as defined in I, C, 1971, 8-l-2~l, or by the acquisition of facilities for the 
carrying on of commercial, business, health care or recreational activities; and 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly of Indiana has enacted an act identified as Acts 1972, 
chapter , p, , which amends 1,0, 1971, 18-6-4; and 
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WHEREAS, I.C. 1971, 18-6-4 as so amended, authorizes cities to engage in the 
acquisition of such facilities and the leasing of such facilities to others in order 
to overcome the conditions hereinabove set forth; all as more specifically described 
in leC. 1971, 18-6-4 as so amended;

18-6-4 and all acts amendatory and supplemental thereto, as well as any other 
applicable laws of the State of Indiana,
